Black Costumes. 


In the fancy that prevails for colored 


eo.stumes black short suits are by no 
moans abandoned, but the love of color 
compels them to be brightened by com- 
bining them with tapestries, or with 
satin do Lyon.or brocade. Perhaps the 
most favorite visiting toilets of tho win- 
ter are still black, but they are no longer 
of one. fabric only. If brocade all black 
is used; it forms tho coat-shaped basque 
and the flat front breadth, or else il ap- 
pear* us narrrow side g^orcs, while the 
front and back draperies are of plain 
faille, or else satin do Lyon; but oven 
for such dresses some folds of curdinul 
red or salmon silk will edge tho bosom 
drapery and tho cuffs, while on the 
black satin toilettes there is a single 
great rosette of red satin holding up 
the black puniers, or drawing them 
back from the top of tapestry breadths 
that form the front and sides of the cos- 
tume. For rich bluck costumes the 
skirted coat is almost universal, und 
tliis is nearly always enlivened by u few 


not many—very large and ricldy-col- 


orod buttons; thus, if tho garment is 
double-breasted, six or eight buttons 
are formed in two rows in f rout, a single 
button is on the outside, scum of the 
sleeves at tho wrist, and two^ buttons 
define tho waist lino in the back; if small, 
gilt and cushmoro buttons are used 
they are put in two rows down the back 
seam below the waist line. The skirts 
of such drosses have flat fronts without 
un apron, and very bouffant black .dra- 
pery without paniors. The flat look 
may be given by a narrow front broadth 
of tho brocade with rovers on the side 
gores, or else two straight pieces of bro- 
cudo showing satin facing on the edge 
are made to meet hi the middle of tne 
front, and similar side gores lap again 
on the front gore. 
Sometimes a low 


sash is knotted across such breadths, 
and the foot may have a bunch of plait- 
ing, or else the long, tongue-like points 
that are seen on many of Worth's 
dresses, but usually the odges are 
straight, tho corner square and every- 
thing is done to avoid the wrinkled 
apron effects that are still so popular in 
other designs. The back drapery for 
dresses with flat fronts consists of two 
full single breadths with straight facing 
on the sides and edged, held In very ir- 
regular drapery and covering tho entire 
back. 


A design almost directly opposite to 


this is used for skirts of the cloth cos- 
tomes which are now the favorite1 Wool- 
en walking dresses. Instead of doubling 
the back, the front of these skirts is 
doubled by an apron drapery, and the 
back is plain but very full. The front 
and side gores are very narrow, and are 
finished at the foot by a narrow box- 
plaiting that peeps out below the 
edge; a short, fully-wrinkled apron 
drapes

back breadth is then straight, and the 
full width of the double-width Cloth, 
gauged below the belt and entirely 
without drapery.

It was 
i common occurrence for him to get 
seventy-five out of a house, and often 
10 had captured over a hundred in 
stores.

murely behind wore important adjuncts 
of the business.

These ho had owned several years, 
laving obtained them from the Captain 
of a schooner sailing between this 
country and Liverpool.

succession," he explained, "and that is 
.ho reason I carry four of them. They 
become tired, and, if used too often, 
stop to rest, and, therefore, time is 
lost. 


Ho did not know what became of the 


ruts, as ho never took them himself. It 
seems remarkable, but a rut had never 
iioen known to turn on a ferret, the rat 
sooming to rocognize the ferret as his 
enemy and always .getting out of the 
way just as fast as possible. Contests 
in close quarters between a rat and a 
ferret had invariably resulted in a vic- 
tory for tho ferret, for, with all the 
nimbleness of the rat, the ferret is the 
most active and takes the rodent by the 
throat before he is aware of such a near 
approach. 


While the old man talked he thrust 


his hands in the box and among his 
pets, without tho slightest fear of being 
bitten by them, and said to the reporter 
that in his own room he gave the little 
yellow-coated fellows perfect freedom. 


It is not," he stated, " an unusual oc- 


currence for persons to have them 
about the house, and it was a matter of 
some surprise to him that such was not 
more frequently the rule, as it was a 
certain preventive against rats and 
mice.

>f tho blume of the 
affair has since 


boon justly laid—took the young man's 
)art, uud told Mr. McGonigle that he 
was justly bound to give tho inventor 
what ho termed a "show" by looking 
it the safe und pointing out its weak 
juris. Finally the incredulous old man 
ridded, and, accompanied by Mr. 
iirown and two or throo citizens who 
mil dropped in on their way homo 
from the store, went to tho young 
man's workshop und inspected tho 
safo. 


It certainly did aeom a rather slight 


and flimsy affair, but tho inventor in- 
sisted that ho hud constructed it upon 
an entirely now plan, und that it was so 
strong that neither f»h<o keys, chisels, 
nor gunpowder could have any effect 
upon it.

He used to lay his 
skull between two loose bricks or pav- 
ing-stones, and thus escape tho first 
shock of the wheel and a good deal of 
the pressure; and, thu hood being an 
uncommonly thick ono, the rest mat- 
tered little. Still, I havo seen that 
same head strapped up in all directions 
in consequence of wounds received in 
the performance of its owner's special 
feat. 
Poor old " Mug George " ho was 


culled, from his former occupation of 
hawking crockery-ware, and his one 
trick wnl still ho "in the memory of old 
natives of Liverpool. The police of 
the town hod special orders to look 
after him, but it was impossible to pro- 
vent the drunken rull'mns of his ac- 
quaintance from tempting him to place 
his life in jeopardy thus. 


Hy far the most exceptional beggar I 


ever encountered--tho only one, in-

I have heard of several such 
during the last thirty-live years, aa the 
Irish fasting man, Bernard Cavonagh, 
and thu YV'eMi fasting girl, but never 
had the fortune to meet any but her. 
Still, 1 ought to he salislied, for much 
more was claimed for her than wus 
claimed for either nf the two just men- 
tioned. 
It is asserted that not only has 


she spent a great portion of her life in 
one lung unbroken trance, lint that not 
a single mor-el nf solid food Imi passed 
her lips during the whole of that time. 
In addition, the imposture has remained 
undetected all the>e year*, anil prom- 
ises to so remain undetected for a good 
runny years lunger. The scene is a rc- 
markaiily pretty village, within about 
an hour's drive of a much-frequented 
siiiimncr resort. 
I forbear to designate 


the exact spot, because I have no desire 
to swell the croud of idle visitors who 
make this piece of trickery very lucra- 
tive indeed to those who curry it on.

laborer, of nn good repute, lost the 
woman uhn panned as his wife.

di.ssatlslied with her part, and still more 
with her share of the proceeds, and so 
refusing to perform any longer. This 
all'air took place a great many years 
ago 
and dwells only in tho remem- 


brance of the \ery oldest inhabitants. 
There can he little doubt, however, 
that it .suggested the trance at present 
in progress. Directly after the "broom- 
stick" marriage it was proclaimed that 
the younger of the laborer's daughters 
had fallen into the lethargy in which 
she still remain*. 
A great noise was 


made about the all'air, and much atten- 
tion was drawn to it, especially ns it 
was announced that the disease " ran 
in the blood," and that .some day or 
other—nobody could 
tell when—the 


girl would recover her M'lise.s, speak a 
few words--wonderful, of course—and 
iiieiintintintlv give up the ghost, all 
after the fashion of her ancestors, who 
had been similarly "taken." People 
came from all quarters to behold, and 
not a few of the comers entertained and 
still entertain the desire and hope of 
being present at the promised revival. 
I paid a visit to the place on a remark- 
ably -tonny day in 1H7K. The weather 
was a .successjo'n of squalls and heavy 
shower*, and the village is situated in 
an out-of-the-way agricultural district, 
.seven miles from the nearest town and 
railway station. On the whole a more 
uninviting day for such an excursion, 
or a more uninviting excursion for such 
a day, could hardl) bo selected.

familiar imposition. On going down- 
stairs I saw the sister, the picture 
of the othci in all things, notably in 
features 
and 
complexion. It was 


easy to understand that the two might 
change places from time to time. Ite- 
sldei, there was a good deal about the 
place and its tenant* to Impress me 
mJftgreeably; everything smacked of 
imposture. But it must be admitted 
that It was well carried otit, consider- 
ing the quality of the people. They 
wfll allow no one to. Interfere with their 
management of the sleeping girl, or to 
place n finger on her except under their 
own supervision. They refuse all the 
offer* of benevolence, would not allow 
her to enter a hospital, or to be attend- 
ed by a professional nurse. They e$- 
hiblt her and that is all. Authoritave 
interference they defy, because, as the 
woman explained it to my»elf, "they 
aik* nothin' from nobody; people give* 
If they likes; and so neither the parish 
nor the police dare meddle with them.1' 
The family is not liked by the leading 
people about, who entertain an opinion 
concerning the case much the same as 
my own. Most of the mere villagers, 
however, and notably it* small trades- 
men, are stanch believers—in fact, they 
find it to their interest to cry up the 
whole thing, since there are few ol

Twenty-five 


Years for His Lost Love. 


THE author of tho littlo book known 


as "The Ute War" relates a very in- 
teresting story, which is given as an in- 
cident brought to light during tho 
march of Merritt's command from the 
fortifications at Milk Kiver to White 
River Agency: 


Signs of tho work of tho savages 


mot the command at every turn after 
they loft the scene of tho sicgo. 
They 


left behind them the dead bodies of 
comrades in arms to find the corpses of 
the unfortunate men who hod at- 
tempted to serve tho Government in a 
different capacity. 
The road 
was 


literally strewn with the nude and de- 
caying remains x>f white men whom 
chance hud thrown in the way of tho 
savages. 


The soldiers had marched but a few 


miles when the advance guard came 
upon a body, the remains of a white 
man, when, as the story was told to a 
correspondent of the Tribune, who was 
on the ground, a conversation, of 
which the following is a report, oc- 
curred: 


"Whathave we here?" asked one 


soldier of a comrade. 
"It looks like tho bod v of a man; 


and it is." 
" It's a white man, too." 
"To be sure it is, and terribly 


mangled and mutilated. 
The red 


devils have got in their work on some 
unfortunate fellow." 


Investigation revealed tho fact that 


the body was that of Isaac Goldstein, 
on Israelite, who was called "The 
Jew," 
and whose proper name was 


known to very few. Fortunately, there 
was one soldier in the command -to 
whom the old man had confided the 
secrets of his heart, and among others 
his great secret, the history of bis own 
life, which, though containing material 
for a volume, may be related here in a 


few words, and without marring this 
narrative, indeed, as properly a part of 
it.

Ho at onco went West lo 
investigate tho matter, and has hero re- 
mained since. Ho was never convinced 
that his Rebecca had been killed, but 
believed her to have been made a cap- 
tive by the Indians. He determined to 
sock her out, and for many, very many 
long years ho had boon searching and 
searching in vain for her, goiiiff from 
tribe to tribe, and gaining the confi- 
dence of the Indians that he might the 
more successfully prosecute the search.

"The Wondering Jew" were hidden 
away in a trench dug for the purpose, 
niid'covercd with earth, and the follow 
ing legend appears on the simple stone 
grave-mark:

An KdlHco Which H«» Required Over 


Six <'ciiliirl«'» to Iliilld-Uiio of tho 
nlo»t fcrfett Npeclmeu* ol Gothic 
Architecture ISxtuut, 
ON the 14th of August, 1880, it is an- 


lounced that the last touches will be 
given to the great Cathedral of Cologne, 
mil those arrowy flights of carefully 
vronghl stone, those exquisite blossom- 
ngs in stone, the moat porfecl conccp- 
ion in Gothic architecture in the period 
>f the perfection, of that system will, 
iftc-rthe lapse of 631 years, present a 
inipiilicent triumph 
over obstacles 


which seemed at one time iumu'mounta- 
ble. 


Tlic event will bo a nio.st notable ono 


n tilts history of art. That mighty 
juilding links this age of materialism 
rilh the ago when "art was still relig- 
;)ii," and when devotional architecture 
marked tho intensity of Iho faith of tho 
jeople. 


It, was on August 14, 1248, shortly 


nftcr the destruction by lire of the 
."athedral founded by Hildcbold, of 
Jologne, in tho year 748, that Arch- 
ilshop Conrad laid the first stone of the 
resent Cologne Cathedral, forty-four 
jet beneath the surface of the ground. 
Die author of the design of the Callie- 
Irnl is not known. Archbishop Kngcl- 
berg, Count of Altona and Berg, is 
Teditcd with tho conception, but, there 
s no proof of it. The architect who 
•onceiyed this stony blossoming of do- 
•otion is unknown. His name is graven 
low-here, bill hi.s spirit pervades the 
vhnlu building, and Overbook lias ap- 
iropriately represented in one of his 
,,-ruat pictures this unknown man as tho 
jenius of luvhilcetur?. When Conrad 
aid the corner-stone there were present 
nany distinguished men of that day. It 
s a lon« way to look back to that gala 
lay in Cologne, when, after the reini- 
ng by the. Archbishop of a lotler from 
lie Pope granting indulgence of a year 
ind forty days, a host of penitents wont 
ilayfully to worn laying tho mighty 
oiiuilations which were to support the 
iwrvolous structure. Somewhere bo- 
icitlh the ground under the stones tho 
iimie of Cologne's great architect may 
lossibly be found. The pile began to 
•iso. England contributed largely to 
he first work on tho building, in 1322 
ho choir of the church was consecrated 
vith groat pomp and ceremony, its ex- 
uberance of exquisite ornaments giving 
iromiso of the transcendent beauty of 
he completed pile. Service began to 
jo held in the choir, and contributions 
continued to pour in. iulward III. of 
England, in 1337, loft rich offerings for 
the Cathedral. Charles IV. of 1'ranee 
UHO left his tribute. The work, how- 
over, through tho indifference of suc- 
cessive Archbishops, dragged. In 1437, 
vbout 200 years after the foundations 
were laid, tho south tower was com- 
pleted to the height visible at the re- 
vival of the work in 18:16. Tho six- 
.eeiith century and tho Reformation, 
nimical to cathedral-building, came 
upon the Cologne marvel with a bo- 
lumbing effect. 
The work was sus- 


)onded; rubbish accumulated; other 
juildings encroached on tho Cathedral 
space; men talked of pulling the build- 
ng down. At this .stage of the pro- 
ceedings the choir wus finished, as were 
.v portion of the east walls of each tran- 
sept, the north aisles, four great win- 
lows with colored glass, and seven 
compartmunts of tho ground roof. 
The 


south aisles had reached a height of 
forty-two foot; tho south tower had 
reached a height of ono hundred and 
seventy feot; the north towor was just 
begun. Portions of the facade were 
built, and yawning chasms were visible 
everywhere. It stood like a beautiful 
thought arrested—enough to show what 
a marvel of inspiring beauty tho whole 
would be. 


The Cathedral was plundered and 


mutilated shockingly. The exquisite 
ornaments in the choir wore destroyed. 
Brazen angels were melted down. A 
beautiful stono screen was demolished; 
tho rich stained glass was token from 
the windows. When the French sol- 
diers occupied Cologne, in 1794, they 
camped in the old Cathedral and dose- 
orated it in every way. The archives 
wore carted away, nnd with them ouo 
of the original plans of tho building, 
Cologne Cathedral was looked upon as 
a Gothic ruin. No o»e at the Begin- 
ning of this century seemed to behove 
that it would ever bo built. The 
poet Wordsworth, after visiting it, 
wrote: 
Oh. for the help of anirclR to onmploto 
Thta tcinplo—unuols irvvorned by a plan 
Thus f»r pursued (how Klorioiwly) by nwn;

Who dwells In Heaven I 
About the year 1810 Sulplce Boi*se- 


ree, an artist of Cologne, and an en- 
thusiast about the Cathedral, directed 
the attention of Europe to the unfin- 
ished thought by., meang of pictures of 
tho building. He was fortunate enough 
to discover the 
original dcsipp on 


parchment, which hod been carried ofl 
in the troublous times in 1794. This 
valuable parchment was found in an ob- 
scure locality, used by an old lady as a 
stretcher upon which to dry her boansl 
In 1824 the Prussian Government be- 
gan to make repairs, but, after spend 
ing a fortune on the structure, the 
work ceased and a Cathedral tax was 
then levied to continue it. Great prog- 
ress was made. Many plans to raise 
money to complete the whole edifice 
were proposed. In 1840 the King ol 
Prussia signified his intention to aid tho 
work. Tne Cologne people organise*! 
societies for the same purpose." Con- 
certs were given, aud pUys were actex 
in the same cause. In 1811 a burghei 
of Stuttgard sent a boat-load of hewn 
stone for the Cathedra!. 


At length it was agreed that tlte sec- 


ond foundation-laying of the Cathedra 
should take place September 4, 1842 
Oa that day a most brilliant pagean 


appeared. The King and Prince of 
Prussia were there, with scores of dig- 
nitaries and Princes, and in a glittering 
procession they proceeded to the center 
portol of the southern transept, where 
the ceremony took place. Swirncr, the 
now architect, secured the consent of all 
parties that the orispnal design, in all 
its grandeur, should bo earned out. 
Since that time tho work has slowly 
proceeded, great dillleulty being «n- 
conntcred laying proper foundations. 
During tho repairs to tho interior ex- 
quisite angel figures were found be- 
neath tho whitewash above tho arches 
of tho inner choir. In 1H45 Swirner 
had completed tho south aisle. In 1848 
thu body of the building was completed, 
together with aisles and transept, and a 
temporary roof was put over the nave. 
Next August tho last linial and towcr- 
stono will bo placed in position, and the 
conception of the unknown architect 
will be complete. 


There is something exceciliiigly won- 


derful anil interesting in this liistory, 
and tho most wonderful Incident to us 
was tho success of the architect Swirnor 
in securing tho exact materialization of 
tlio original plans. 
It. was well that 


tho Kemiissancc period iliil not wiliiesi 
a resumption of work on the Cologne 
Cathedral. Us grand,

Theirs 
was not a faith-ilecrying age like our 
own. 
Kicli and poor deemed it a privi- 


lege to labor on Ux'su mighty cathe- 
drals, for such was their highest 00117 
ccption of duty and service to God. 


Ours is not a cathedral-building age, 


nor iinsour churches often built in the 
spirit of solf-sauri lice which ennobles and 
bcautilics the work. That wan the spirit 
of t lie Middle-Age builders. It is true, as 
Kuskin says: "All old work, nearly, 
has been hard work. It may bo tho hard 
work of children, of barbarians, ol rus- 
tles, but it is always their utmost. Ours 
has as constantly the lock of money's 
worth, or of a stopping short wherever 
and whenever we, can, of a la/.y com- 
pliance with low conditions; never of a 
fair putting forth «f onv strength."
